When asked if he intended^ to rebut 
the 12 affidavits filed by the defense, 
Mr. Jerome said: "My opinion that 
Thaw is now crazy and should not be 
oh trial for his life has undergone no 
change since reading these affidavits. 
And I certainly: expect a commission 
to settle this point definitely." 
/..Even if Mr. Jerome makes answer' 
during the, day to the affidavits .filed 
by the,defense, there will be no;fur- 
tner developments until .Wednesday 
morning, when court will reconvene. 


The monotony of Thaw's life in the

T. Russell Peabody,: who gave 
the matter to the press after he had 
had a conference with other members 
of Thaw's counsel^ designated it as 
"the third statement issued by Thaw 
since Aug. 10."

-."I wish to deny the rumor that 


there is dissension among my. counsel. 
Owing to the limited time affidavits 
•were prepared simultaneously at the 
office ofc Mr; Delmas and Hartridge 
and Peabody. Four that were com- 
pleted March 22 at the latter office 
wera transmitted to the former, and 
all of.-.that;date were printed together 
under Mr. Delmas' supervision. Those 
made March 23 were brought to me 
as I was nearest the court. I exam- 
ined the. last four from Messrs. Hart- 
ridge and Peabody and one from Mr. 
Delmas' -office, and''found them emi- 
nently satisfactory. This method was 
sanctioned by Mr. Delmas; 
Had I 


considered that anything in the last 
affidavits might be considered inappro- 
priate for this occasion they would 
have been withdrawn for-the-time and 
corrected under Mr. Delmas' direction. 
My' mother sent her. exceedingly clear 
affidavit Friday -morning to be copied 
at the office of Hartridge and Peabody, 
and proceeded there later to affix her 
signature under oath. It was written 
by. .her at her hotel with no sugges:

Supplementing their own unanimous 


opinion .that .Thaw does' understand 
the nature of the proceedings against 
him, and daily advises intelligently 
with his counsel,- the lawyers Saturday 
filed affidavits from the medical ex- 
perts employed by the defense, and a

by Mrs. William 


Thaw, the mother of "the^defendant. 
Mrs. Thaw stated that in the direct 
line of descent for four generations 
there has been no taint of insanity or 
epilepsy in the prisoner's family. She 
resented the "malicious misrepresen- 
tation and gross exaggeration" on the 
subject. The principal affidavit made 
In Thaw's behalf is signed by Delphin 
M. Delmas, his leading counsel. Mr. 
Delmas attaches to his personal state- 
ment a score or more of letters and 
notes he has received from Thaw dur- 
ing the progress of the trial. These 
writings of the defendant, Mr. Delmas 
declares, clearly indicate his grasp of 
the proceedings, and have contained 
from time to time valuable sugges- 
tions as to the course of the defense.

Nearly a Score Injured, Several Fa- 
tally— -Accident Said to Have Been 
Due to Disobedience of Orders — An 
Engineer Makes a Statement. 


Los Angeles, Gal., March 25. — Carry- 


ing scores of students home from an 
intercollegiate field meet at Clare- 
mont, a special train on the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe collided head-on 
with the outbound limited No. 2, on 
the same road, while both trains were 
moving at a rapid rate, within the city 
limits here. Six persons were killed 
and 17 injured, several of them fatally. 
Both. engines^ one of the baggage cars 
on the Overland limited and the 
smoker on the special were demol- 
ished. The crash was terrific and was 
heard blocks away from the scene. 
The collision occurred in that part 
of the Los Angeles river bed occupied 
by the Santa Fe tracks and directly 
beneath the Buena Vista street bridge. 


Several of the injured are in a crit- 


ical condition and it is feared that two 
may die. 
The railroad officials indi- 


cate that the accident was due to dis- 
obedience of orders on the part of the 
engineer of the limited train. Kelly 
has admitted that he received written 
orders to stop his train at a tower 200 
yards before reaching the scene of the 
collision. 
The engineer stated that 


he "had not had time to read his or- 
ders before pulling out of the station."

Honduran-Salvadorean Army Routed 


by Nicaraguan Troops. 


PRESIDENT BONILLA FLEES 


Strongly-Fortified Town Taken After a 


Desperate Engagement—Victorious 
Forces Now Marching on the Hon- 
duran Capital — Latest Dispatches 
From the Front. - 


Managua, Nicaragua, March 25.— 


Santos Ramirez, director general of 
telegraphs and telephones, made the 
following statement to newspapers: 
"The Nicaraguan forces have cap- 
tured Choluteca, Honduras, which was 
held by the Honduran and Salva- 
dorean troops, and President Bonilla 
has fled by boat. -Steamers will pur- 
sue the fugitive president. I believe 
the war is ended." Choluteca was the 
most strongly fortified town in Hon- 
duras. 


Washington, March 25.—According 


to cable dispatches received in Wash- 
ington by Mr. Corea, the Nicaraguan 
minister, President Bonilla has flee

tapers, and throughout thd entire dav 
and evening the

open for the adoration of the "people. 


On Good Friday,

Calvary and the Crucifixion will be 
celebrated.

Petition Sent to President. 


Cincinnati, O., March 24.—The board 


of directors of the Cincinnati Chamber 
of Commerce has adopted a memorial, 
which has been sent to President 
Roosevelt, to the interstate commerce 
commission and to the president of 
the leading railroads of the country 
protesting against any increase in 
freight rates on the ground that the 
railroads have themselves announced 
that owing to present lack of facilities 
they are unable to furnish a reasor • 
ble service, the protest 
maintaining 


that in view of this admission it is 
manifestly unjust to attempt a raise 
in rates. 


Picked Up For Dead. 


. Sandusky, O., March 25.—Louis F. 
Miller, 24, .a former soldier, was on his 
way home on an eastbound -freight 
train and fell from a car near Huron. 
He lay for hours beside the track, 
helpless, before he was discovered.

a merchant at Pennsville, and Snyder 
Harmer, 1C, of the same village, while 
loading a target rifle accidentally dis- 
charged the gun, the ball hitting Car- 
los Harmer, a playmate, 17. The ball 
entered the boy's head back of the 
right ear, and death resulted an hour 
later. 


Brooded Over Wife's Illness. 


Fremont, O., March 25. — Brooding 


over the continued illness of his wife, 
John Bender, 62, owner of 300 acres of 
fine farm land and one of the leading 
farmers of Sandusky county, went to 
his grain house and hanged himself. 
The shock has made his wife worse, 
and it is feared she can not recover. 


Through a Trestle. 


Portsmouth, O-, March 25.—A Nor- 


folk & Western freight train plunged 
through a 25-foot trestle near Lucas- 
ville. The trestle was undermined by 
the flood. The train fell to the bot- 
tom. Fireman D. B. Hutton was- 
crushed to death and Engineer J. T. 
Houser was fatally injured.
